fi Paso, Tex., April 19.—A formal demand 
was made tonight on Gen. John Navarro for 
the surrender of Juarez to the insurrecto 
army of Francisco I. Madro Jr. within twen- 
ty-four hours. The demand reached Gen. Na- 
yarro’s headquarters while he was inspecting 
the fortifications. 

This was confirmed by Gonzales Garcia, sec- 
rétary general for the insurrecto party, who

„Formal demand of the insurrectos for 

the surrender of Juarez within twenty-four 
hours has been made on Gen. Navarro, com- 

manding the federal garrison. The note was 
sept from El Pasd by a messenger to United 
dates Consul Edwards in Juarez to be trans- 
mitted by him to Navarro. No reply has 
been received.” 

Later it was learned that Consul Edwards 
‘@itvered the note to Navarro’s headquarters. 


Madero Is Nearing Juarez. 
Dispatches received tonight from Madera, 
Mexico, said that Madero was marching on 
Juarez at the head of 1,940 insurgents, divided 
into five columns, one under the command of 
‘Madero himself and the others under Orozco, 
Blanco, Villa, and Salazar. 
Gonzales Garza, leader of the Mexican in- 
gursent junta here, tonight said: 
' “Everybody l iows the insurrecto forces 
nave Juarez surrounded. I do not know 
when ‘ey will attack. Yes, I have delivered 
the messages from Dr. Gomez to Mr. Madero. 
No. I have no orders from Gomez to Madero 
to cease fighting. Mr. Madero himself is the 
only man who can give orders to stop fight- 


“Mr. Madero is somewhere in the vicinity 
of Juaiez, but I don’t know his exact location 
at present. I may and I may nat go to dis- 
cuss these peace terms with nim. I am kept 
busy lere 

Juarez is fortified inside and outside. 
Stretching around the city are trenches, the 
most important near the cemetery. In some 
of these are masked batteries commanding 
the approaches. On top of the priests’ house 
adjoining the old anission in the center of the 
city, is a mortar that will sweep the main 
street. 


ARMISTICE NOW IS NEARER.

ROOSEVELT SAYS EFFORT 
TO BOOM HIM IS CRUEL. 


Colonel Declares That Attempts to Make 
Him Candidate for the Presidency 
Do Him Injustice.

New York, April 19.— [Special. I— The Sat- 
urday Evening Post of this week contains 
an interview with Theodore Roosevelt in 
many ways remarkable. It is written by 
Henry Beach Needham, who hee long known 
the colonel. It is entitled Where Roosevelt 
Stands Today.” A few of its best parts are 
given below: 

Jam not a candidate for the presidency. 
And my real friends will do me a cruel in- 
justice if.they seek to make me such. 

“Of the 1015 delegates at the Saratoga 


convention perhaps not more than fifteen, 


certainly less than 100, were real supporters 
of mine. 

Most of the delegates did not agree with 
me on the tariff question and distrusted me 
as being too radical in other matters, but 
they wished to fight for honesty and popular 
govermment and against boss rule. They 
knew that they could win only under my 
leadership, but they made no secret that they 
‘were against me personally. 

When I got back from Europe, I wanted 
to go home and be quiet; I didn't want to 
mix im politics. But I was importuned on 
every hand—by the insurgents of the west 
and by the progressives of my own state—to 
help along the movement for honesty tn high 
places in the politica! and financial worid. 
I didn’t see how I could keep out of the fight

AND ALL SAVINGS 


Hard Luck for Over a Year 
Leaves German Chauf- 
feur Penniless. 


WIFE AND CHILDREN DIE. 


One year ago George # Winter was a well 
to do business man, with a home, a wife, and 
a family of five children. 

Today he is homeless, wifeless, childless, 
without money and without friends, wander- 
ing the streets of Chicago in search of work. 

Since April 13, 1910, he has seen the six 
members of his household die, one by one— 
first four children, then the wife, then the 
other children. Now he stands ready to try 
another round with life—if some one will act 
as hie second. 


Comes from Germany Army. 

Thirteen years ago Winter left the German 
army and came with his wife, Elizabeth, to 
America. He stopped in New York and be- 
came a skilled mechanic, then a chauffeur, 
then lessee and driver of his own car. His 
wife worked at dressmaking and he saved his 
own money until they accumulated property 
worth 85,000. 

Then began the chain of sorrows and 
deaths. Between April 18 and April 28. 1910, 
his children, Elsie, 9 years old, and Charles 
and Frederick, twin brothers, 5 years old, 
died of pneumonia. | 

A month later the apartment houses in 
which he had invested his savings burned. 
He had allowed the insurance to lapse and 
saved nothing. But he still had his wife and 
two children, Walter, 6 years old, and Her- 
mann, 4 years old. For their support he yet 
had his motor car and his trained hands. 

Grief Kept Him Idle. . 

Then his wife was taken sick. To opera- 
tions were performed without avail. He 
mortgaged his car. Discouraged, heartsick, 
and hopeless, the young father spent his 
days between the hospital and the cemetery, 
watching alternately the blank graves of his 
children and the wasting figure of his wife. 
He allowed the motor car to remain idle; his 
efforts to prosper to languish. 

Walter, the eldest boy, was run over by a 


street car on Feb. 13, 1911. 
Feb. 24 the mother died during another 


operation, and three days later came the 
death of the last of his children of tuber- 


culosis.

CHEAPER RATE BILL 10 BE PUSHED 


War for 70 cent gas was declared formally 
yesterday by Ald. Charles Twigg, the new 
chairman of the gas, oll, and electric light 
committee. At the conclusion of a special 
meeting of the members the chairman named 
a subcommittee to take up the matter with 
immediate action in view. The personnel: 


Herman J. Bauler, chairman, Demo- 
erat and president of the Seventy Cent 
Gas league. 


Peter Reinberg, Democrat and 
Harrison campaign manager. 


William J. Pringle, Republican and 
former chairman of the gas and oil 
committee. 

Later in the mayor's ante-room Ald, Twigg, 
in answer to inquiries, said the subcommittee 
intemled preparing an ordinance for 70 cent 
gas for submission at the flrat regular meet- 
ing of the committee on April 27. If possible 
this ordinance will be introduced at the next 
meeting of the council, May 1, but this le not 
thought probable, as the Hagenah report wil! 
have to be disposed of in some manner in the 
meantime. 


Favors Speedy Action. 

„We will give the Hagenah report thorough 
consideration, said Ald. Twigg, but that 
need not affect the preparation of a 70 cent 
gas ordinance to assure prompt action. If 
the case ig to be fought out in the courts it 
should be begun quickly.“ 

Chairman Fauler of the subcommittee ts In 


emptory ordinance reducing the gas rate 15 
cents and the tabling of the Hagenah report. 
If necessary he would engage other experts

Report Ready Tomorrow. 

There was some debate in the get to- 
gether '' meeting of the gas, oll, and electric 
light committee as to whether the gas or 
telephone matter should first be considered. 
Ald. Bowler thought the phone, but Ald. 
Bauler’s motion that the gas question come 
first carried. 

Although Expert W. J. Hagenah was not 
on the program, the committee was obliged 
to summon him to learn when the two re- 
ports would be ready for its consideration. 
The printed gas report, he said, would be 
ready tomorrow and the phone data would 
go to the printer within three days. 

Ald. Pringle spoiled the plan to eliminate 
Mr. Hagenah until the report was printed by 
asking him a few questions. Other members 
followed quickly, and he spoke nearly an 
hour before Chairman Twigg stopped it. 

In answer to a query as to returns on in- 
vestment, the investigator explained his con- 
tentions at length, closing with the assertion 
that in his opinion the public should not be 
charged with extra stock issues of the gas 
company. He admited many mooted points 
of difference, but was certain that previous 
judicial decisions favored his contentions. 

Mr. Hagenah was questioned by several 
aldermen as te his position on intangible 
values, and he declined to be shaken from 
his position. 


Hagenah Explains His Valuations. 

„The intangible values of the People's Gas 
company consist of three parts, said he. 
They are franchises, going value, and good 
will, In my report I have eliminated good 
will, to the sorrow of the gas company, be- 
cause there is no competition. If a concern 
has no rivalry to encounter it cannot possess, 
that intangible good will, so valued in com- 
mercial fields, 

„Franchises have been held by the United 
States courts to be property. I hold that if 
a corporation has not paid the public for its 
franchise that intangible asset has no value. 
Consequently, a concern cannot capitalize 
such a franchise against the public. Hence 
rate regulation ig not condemnation, for it 
has not deprived the company of anything. 

„As to the going value, the People's Gas 
records show that it has cost from $26 to 628 
to secure each of its 622,000 customers. It is 
hard to measure the going value, but the com- 
pany says it is $15,000,000, while I claim less 
than $10,000,000. One reason for my figures 
ig that the same conditions dd not prevail 
today as when the People’s company was 
building its business.

BLACK HAND BOMB 
RAZES BUILDINGS 


Worst Explosion in Months of 
‘Mysterious Blackmail War 
Shakes a West Side 
Neighborhood. 


MANY HURT IN HOUSES. 


Panic Stricken Residents of 
Grand Avenue and Green 
Street Flock Wildly 
Out of Doors. 


A terrific explosion, believed to have been 
caused by a bomb in the Black Hand war, 
shattered a row of one and two story build- 
ings in Grand avenue, near Green street, at a 
few minutes before midnight last night. 

The bomb—which was nothing lke the fire- 
cracker affairs of half a hundred past Chi- 
cago outrages, set buildings afire and sent 
homeless tenants fleeing to the streets in 
terror. | 

There was a report at midnight that some 
of the tenants had perished in the wreckage 
~—as a whole frame structure had been razed 
—but this could not be verified and was dis- 
credited by the police. 

This they were unable to confirm because 
of the fire which threatened to finish the de- 
struction of the block, partly accomplished 
by the bomb. 


Shock Felt Far Away. 

The conc on from the bomb was felt as 
far south as the Harrison street police sta- 
f#tion, The Despiaines street station, over a 
mile away, felt the blast. 

The buildings where the greatest damage 
was done, all of them being completely, 
wrecked, are as follows: 


838 Grand avenue, two story frame 
building, occupied by a coal and wood 
office on the first floor and by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Moore on the second. 


840 Grand avenue, one story brick 
building, occupied by Joe Morici, whole- 
sale liquor dealer. 


842 Grand avenue, one story brick 
store, occupied by Henry Kapsoni's 
grocery and meat market. 

A group of small structures immediately in 
the rear of these buildings wee flattened to 
the ground by the force of the detonation and 
the wreckage then was destroyed by fire. 

For blocks around all the windows in stores 
and houses were broken and a general panic 
ensued, hundreds of persons leaving their 
sleeping quarters in their night clothes. 


Widow Saved by Police 

Mrs. Moore, who ie a widow 76 years old, 
was caught in her room by the flames and wae 
carried out of the building by Patrolmen 
O’ Donnell and Prochowski. 

The bomb evidently was Dla cad against the 
door or inside of Morici’s store, ‘And it is’ 
believed that it wes intended as a warning 
to him for refusing gto accede to the demands 
of Black Hand letter writers, It was learned 
by the police last night that Moric! has re- 
ceived a number of threatening letters signed 
with rude pictures of skulls and crossbones. 

Repeated outrages of a similar character, 
having gone unpunished, the bormb throwers 
have been getting bolder, and the explosion of 
last night, it ie believed, was intended as a 
warning to a dozen other Italian merchants 
in the district who have refused to pay tribute 
to the Camorra. 

Morici lives at 833 Grand avenue, directly 
across the street from his store. The build- 
ing in which he lives is four stories high 
and constructed of brick. The first floor is 
occupied by A. Lamde, a saloonkeeper. All 
of the windows in the building were blown 
out and the patrons of the saloon were driven 
out into the street in a panic. 


Many Persons Are Hurt. 

Other buildings damaged included a saloon 
at 833 Grand avenue, owned and occupied by 
A. Landes. Landes lived on the second floor 
of the btilding. All the windows in the 
structure were shattered and the front of 
the building was blown in. Landes’ wife and 
children were thrown violently from the beds 
and ran out into the street in night attire. 

Adjoining the saloon is a four story brick 
building, 843 Grand avenue, the first floor of 
which is occupied by alaundry. The upper 
floors contain living apartments. Fully twen- 
ty-five persons were thrown to the floor by 
the force of the explosion. Several were 
painfully bruised. 


THREE FIREMEN OVERCOME. 

Three firemen were overcome by smoke, 
patients of the Chi Policlinic hospital 
were thrown into excitement, and a logs of 
$30,000 was caused at 11 p. m. by fire which, 
starting from unknown cause, destroyed the 
third floor and damaged the fourth floor of a 
five story brick building at 226-228 West 
Superior street. 


WOMAN ENDS LIFE OVER LEASE. 


Unable to Obtain Apartment She De- 
sired, Miss Lilli Mack Ends 
Own Lire. 


Unable to obtain a lease upon the apart- 
ment on which she had set her heart, Miss 
Lilli Mack was found dead Tuesday in her 
bedroom in her father’s apartment, 549 Bel- 
mont avenue, 

A. bullet wound in her right temple and a 
discharged magazine pistol lying on the floor 
by her side told the manper of her death. 

The police report at the Sheffield avenue 
station says “ suicide by shooting in the right 
temple. The coroner's jury yesterday ren- 
dered a verdict of death by shooting, suicide 
or accidental.’’ 

Miss Mack, who was 35 years old was an 
accomplished vocalist and was well known in 
the German musical societies, as well as 
among the musically inclined on the porth 
side.

How Munday Was Ooncerned. 
Speaker Adkins explained that as he under 
stands it the C. B. Munday instrumental in 
having the puts and calls bill introduced 
in the house is a grain dealer of Litchfield, and 
not the vice president of Lorimer’s bank. 

Officials of the board of trade explained 
that James B. Bennett, a member of the 
board, spoke casually of the proposed bill 
to Mr. Munday of the La Salle Street National 
bank, and that Mr. Munday stated he was 
in the grain business down state and volun- 
teered to have the bill introduced by a down 
state member, which he did. Later the Clark 
bill, which has passed the senate with only 
seven opposing votes, and which is identical 
with the Miller house bill, was introduced by 
Senator Clark at the instance of former 
President White of the board of trade. 

Opponents of the bill circulated printed 
copies of what purported to be an interview 
with L. P. Rumsey of the board of trade. 
which was printed in a Chicago paper April 
14 throughout Springfield during the day, 
and particularly in the legislative halis. 
The alleged interview condemned the Dill 
fiercely. Just before the adjournment of the 
house in the evening a telegram was read 
from Mr. Rumsey denying that he had ever 
given such an interview. The circular in- 
sinuated that there was something under- 
handed and nefarious in the way the senate 
had deen won over to the bill. 


Didn’t Affect Adkins. 

One of the chief pieces of ammunition car- 
ried by the advocates of the bill was a letter 
signed by E. H. Kimbark, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce saying that after a thor- 
ough examination of the bill the committee 
had come to the conclusion that it would 
“promote in a legitimate way the great 
grain market of Chicago,“ and ‘‘ define more 
sharply the hne between legitimate board 
of trade and exchanges and bucket shops 

A copy of this letter had been sent to 
Speaker .Adkina, but it did not affect his 
views of the matter perceptibly. He an- 
nounced that he was convinced that the bill 
ig a bad measure, and that he will be repre- 
sented by an attorney, now in New York, in 
the hearings before the committee of the 
whole house and will endeavor in other ways 
to demonstrate clearly the true nature of the 
bill. 

Two Iowa grain dealers, W. F. Ward of 
Des Moines and J. R. Whitney of Carroll. 
journeyed to Springfield to argue for the bill- 
because of its intended beneficial effect on 
the Chicago market. Mr. Whitney took the 
position that dealing in grain is made 
the scapegoat for many sins. 

Genteel Way of Losing. 

Whenever @ man goes broke and can’t 
explain it he says that he lost ‘in wheat’ 
or ‘on the board.’ It is considered a genteel 
way of doing it I know one man who lost 
all his money, all his wife’s money, and 

all he could borrow from his or her relatives, 
and then said he had lost it on the board of 
trade, saying that he had dealt through me. 
I know positively that he never made a deal 
through me, and that the money did not go 
that way. Another fellow committed suicide. 
And it was laid on the board of trade, al- 
though he didn't kndw a bull from a bear.

Statement of Bills’ Purposes. - 

The committee” of the board of trade, in- 
cluding A. J. White, Walter Fitch, James E. 
Bennett, James Pettit, and J. Herbert Ware, 
has prepared a statement of the purpose of 
the pending , Board of trade bills in which it 
is set forth: 

“The trouble with section 180 is perfectly 
manifest—it makes no attempt in ite prohibi- 
tion and punishment to discriminate between 
option contracts that are to be used for legit- 
imate, necessary, and beneficial purposes and 
those which are to be used for the purpose 
of gambling. The remedy is equally simple— 
change the statute so that it does so dis- 
criminate. 


Say Bills Are Fair.- 

“The amendment now before the general 
assembly makes that discrimination fairly 
and plainly and honestly. It does not seek 
to avoid or to mitigate the punishment for 
any use that may be made of option con- 
tracts for gambling purposes, and only pro- 
vides that such contracts made in the regular 
order of commercial affairs, and for the same 
purpose and the same ends that commercial 
transactions seek to reach, should not be 
considered a crime punishable as such in thie 
great and enlightened state of IlMinola - 

Finally, if it be feared that these option 
contracts might be used on the Chicago 
board of trade or elsewhere for gambling 
purposes, and should be prohibited, we have 
only to.recognize the fact that the proposed 
amendment to section 180 does not change 
their status at all and the law remains as 
before.“ 


Repudiates Examiner Interview. 

The effort that is being made to defeat the 
so-called puts and calls bill includes an 
alleged statement by I. P. Rumsey, published 
in the Chicago Examiner of April 14, 1911. Mr. 
Rumsey denies absolutely the authenticity of 
this alleged interview. In spite of this there 
was placed yesterday morning on the desk 
of every member of the legisiature in Spring- 
field a ciroulger containing a reprint of this 
alleged interview with Mr. Rumsey, purport- 
ing to represent him as against the pending 
legislation. 


Wires Denial to Springfield. 

As soon as he learned that the alleged la- 
terview was being circulated Mr. Rumsey 
wired Roger J. Marcy, chairman of the com- 
mittee on miscellaneous subjects, house of 
representatives, Springfield, as follows:

B. Merriam remained in Springfield to help 
along the senate resolution, which is to be 
put on passage tomorrow. 

Republican senators were in a secret con- 
ference until late tonight, trying to agree 
on the form of the Initiative and referendum 
resolution for which they will stand. The 
point in dispute was whether direct legisla- ) 
tion should be by a majority of those voting 
on a proposition or should require a majority 
of all those voting at the election, which lat- 
ter ig considered a Method of rendering the 
proposed amendment worthless. The pro- 
gressives advocated giving the people what 
they wanted or nothing at all. Anothér at- 
tempt to agree will be made in the morning 
before the senate convenes. 

There is rivairy between the friends of the 
initiative and referendum amendment and the 
advocates of the proposed revenue amend- 
ment. This was shown in the proceedings 
before the judiciary committee. Frank R. 
Reid of Aurore welked out when questions 
were shut off for lack of time. 


Oatherwood Tells of Peril. 

Recognition of the rival claims of the reve-

Springfield, III., April 10.—[{Special.}—Pros- 
peots of the labor bill providing compensa- 
tion where employés are killed or injured in 
hazardous occupations were improved great- 
ly tonight ae the result of a compromise that 
will be presented tomorrow at a meeting of 
the house committee on labor affairs. 

The changes are in the form of nineteen 
amendments which reached Chairmen E. J. 
King as the suggestions of a subcommittee of 
three who went to Chicago last Saturday 
and consulted with builders and other em- 
ployers. 

„Wulle I would not like to commit myself 
to these amendments in advance of the de- 
date, said Chairman King. yet I think the 
prospect of an agreement among the affected 
interests greatly improves the outlook for the 
bill.” 


Eliminates Compulsory Feature. 

The big change, which has been proposed 
in order to avoid an unconstitutional feature 
in a similar New York state measure, elim- 
mates the bill’s compulsory feature, but in a 
way that does not wipe out all the contem- 
plated benefits. While neither employers 
nor employés are obligated to accept ite pro- 
visions, it is stipulated they do so unless they 
take positive action of declination. 

If an employer elects not to abide by the 
compensation provisions, he must file a notice 
with the state board of labor statistics, but 
in that event he cannot escape paying oom- 
pensation for damages by pleading the 
mon law Coctrine of fellow servants’ risk 
or contributory negHgence. If an employer 
fails to file such a refusal notice, he will be 
bound by the compensation clauses as to all 
employés hired by him up to Jan. 1 of the 
following year. These compensation clauses 
must be posted publicly or copies must be 
sent to each employé. 


Similar Process for Employe. 

A similar process is prescribed for the em- 
ployé who prefers to take his chances under 
the present laws, in8tead of the proposed new 
compensation statute. If he prefers the old 
status, with its difficulties in the liquidation 
of damages, then within thirty days from 
the date of hie hiring he must file notice with 
the state board of labor statistics. There 
must be, therefore, a mutual understanding 
betwen employer and employé, which feature, 
it is believed, will remove the objection that 
killed a similar law in New York. 

ere is provided only one exception to 
the compensation clauses. Where it shall be 
shown that an employer intentionally has 
failed to comply with the statutory safety 
regulations then an employé may have re- 
course to civil damages regardless of the 
compensation act. There is also a provision 
that where the courts decide a lump payment 
of damages instead of sume at intervals will 
be to the advantage of the injured person or 
the heir of a person killed, such a lump pay- 
ment may be required. 

The novel and important features of this 
bill have excited much attention among both 
workingmen and employers, builders being 
especially antagonistic . It is believed most 
of their criticisms have been disarmed by the 
amendments to be offered.

Jane Addams at Springfield 


Argues Against Little 
Ones on Stage. 


TURNS FIRE ON W. J. DAVIS 


Hull House Leader Tells Com- 
mittee Change in the Law 
Would Be Wrong. 


Springfield, III., April 19.—Jane Addams of 
Chicago, in opposing the proposed amend- 
ment to the child labor law, recommended 
by theatrical interests today, ceverely criti- 
cised Will J. Davis, manager of the Illinois 
theater, Chicago, and Mabel Taliaferro, an 
actress, because of their activity is behalf 
of the amendment. 

Miss Addame, speaking before the sends 
judiciary committee, declared Mr. Davis was 
not competent to offer any evidence relating 


to child labor in view of the disaster in the 


Iroquois theater which occurred under hie 
t. 

Because of the fact Miss Taliaferro’s moth- 
er was at one time engaged in the booking 
of children on the stage Miss Addams said 
Miss Taliaferro was also incompetent to offer 
testimony before the committee. 


Bitter Agdinst Substitute Bil 

In discussing the provisions of the su - 
tute bill prepared by the subcommittee, 
which authorizes Circuit court judges to 
issue permits for appearance of children 
under 16 yeers of age, Miss Addams said: 

“TI am still opposed to any change being 
made in the dreset t child labor law, which 
I believe to be =crxing in excellent shape. 

“The subsutitute bill ig no better than the 
original as introduced by Senator Clark. 
The idea of placing the responsibility on Cir- 
cult court judges is absurd. How can a 
judge properly pass on an application for 
such permits unless he goes out and investi- 
gates theaters and theatrical troupes? Judges 
are elected to the bench for the purpose of 
passing on evidence placed before them, and 
not to probe into theatrical affairs. You 
can't make dramatic critics out of judgem 

“While I really believe our Circuit court 
judges are honorable and efficient, still the 
theatrical interests might round up a judge 
who believés in children appearing on the 
stage. The other judges would not be both- 
ered with permit applications. This lone 
judge would be swamped with them What 
would be the result? The theatrical people 
could always find this same judge ready to 
issue such permits, and all of this extra work 
would be heaped upon him.“ 7 


Ettelson Takes a Hand. 

Senator Ettelson, who was chairman of 
the subcommittee which drew up the sub- 
stitute bill, asked Miss Asidams if she did 
not believe the present law embarrassed the 
theatrical business in that it prevented them 
from employing children to act the parts of 
children. 

Miss Addams replied that she did not. She 
declared it wag just as easy for adults to 
act the part of children as it was for a young 
man 18 years old to mimic old gray haired 
men. 

Mies Addams concluded her remarks by 
stating that out of 218 nickel shows in Chi- 
cago only four violations were discovered 
by her associates, which, she said, was an 
example of how perfectly the present law 
was working. 

Senator Henson endeavored to kill the sub- 
stitute bill before it was taken up for con- 
sideration, but his motion to that effect wag 
lost. 

We've been holding hearingafter hearing 
on this matter,“ said Senator Henson, and 
it's high time that this committee should 
either kill or pass out the bill We have 
taken up too much of Miss Addams’ valuable 
time on this subject. I think she does more 
good in her other work and is of more value 
than these theatrical interests with their ‘ele- 
vation of art.’ It is unfair to Miss Addams 
for this committee to continue hearings of 
this nature, thus compelling her attendance.” 

On motion of Senator Barr, further consid- 
eration of the bill was postponed for a week. 


BADGER STATE IS FOR RECALL. 


Resolution Passes Senate and House 
Expected to Agree—Lorimer 
Case Referred To. 


Madison, Wis: April 19.—[Specieh }—The 
senate, by a vote of 20 to 7, adopted today a 
resolution for a constitutional amendment 
providing for the recall of all elective of- 
ficers except judges. Senator Husting said it 
would put the control of public affairs tn the 
hands of the people and would prevent special 
interests from securing the election of men 
to congress and the state legislature who 
would do their bidding. 

“If the people of Illinois had authority to 
put the recall into operation, they would not 
now have to sit down with their hands folded 
and be humiliated and defied by theinterests 
which secured the election of Senator Lori- 
mer,“ said Husting. 

The recall resolution is expected to go 
through the lower house. The proposed 
amendment cannot become effective for four 
years.

MEET AT THE INQUEST.

PRODUCT CALLED ‘FILTHY? 


Offense Charged Is Misdemeanor; | 


Action Stops Companies’ 
Technical Fight. 


The United States government’s campaign 
against the manufacture and sale of impure 
ice cream by Chicago manufacturers yester- 
day resulted in indictments against three 
local concerns, charged with éelling a product

A. Evans, former health commissioner, 
waged his fight for clean ice cream. 


Twenty-four Counts in Indictment. 

The return of the.indictments follows by 
about ten weeks the issuance of bench war- 
rants for the same defendants on informa- 
tion furnished Judge K. M. Landis by Dis- 
District Attorney E. W. Sims. This informa- 
tion was furnished without the intervention 
of grand jury proceedings, and had been 
contested by. the defendants on technica! 
grounds. 

There are twenty-four counts in the in- 
dictment against the Thompson-Reid com- 
pany, relating the fact of the shipment of 
ice cream to the Red Cross Drug company 
of Racine, Wis., and designating the product 
as consisting in part of: 

Filthy animal substance. 

“A decomposed anima! substance. 

“A putrid animal substance. 

“A filthy vegetable substance. 

“A putrid vegetable substance.” 

The tests showed that to a cubic centi- 
meter of the product testea—that is, about a 
fourth of a te&spoonful—there were about 
240,000,000 bacteria, according to the gov- 
ernment attorneys, the bacteria of a gas 
producing. character. 


Plants Ar: Investigated. 
Immediately after the tests by Dr. A. I. 
Winton, in charge of the local laboratory, an 
investigation was started in tne plants in 
which the ice cream was made. According 
to the government, evidence of conditions 
found in some of the places tended to show 


carelessness in sanitation. Rooms in which 


the product was made, witnesses say, were 
low and poorly ventilated. 

The ingredients themselves, witnesses as- 
serted, were chemically treated products of 
rancid butter, skimmed milk, corn starch, 
coloring» matter, and desiccated eggs. In 
the months succeeding the government’s in- 
vestigation there has been a general clean- 
ing up, and there has resulted a noticeable 


improvement. 


The Thompson-Reid consignment to the 


*Racine drug company was intercepted by 


Robert Young, an inspector for the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the day of its arrival 
in Racine; and two quarts from the 140 
pound tub brought to Chicago for analysis. 
A month later an agent of the company was 
notified to appear at the laboratory. W. H. 
Collins responded. The Red Cross Drug 
company, which also had been notified, pro- 
sented a statement. 
Fighting on Technical Grounds, 
Following the hearing on Dec. 1 the depart- 


ment presented the case to the district attor- 


ney. After another investigation by the dis- 
trict attorney's office information was pre- 
sented to Judge Landis by Assistant District 
Attorney A. R. Hulbert and on Feb. 8 bench 
warrants were issued for the same defend- 
ants named in the present indictment. Since 
then the defendants have been fighting the in- 
formation on technicap grounds. 


“Offense a Misdemeanor, 
The offense alleged is a misdemeanor with 


a maximum fine of $200. Bail in the case of 
‘the Woodhulls, father and son, was fixed at 


$1,000 for each, The other defendants, being 
incorporated and holding real estate, are not 
compelled to furnish bail. The appearance is 
set for Monday morning. 

“It is too bad that the offense charged is 
only a misdemeanor,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Hulbert, “ but the influence of a 
convictiot is presumably considefed suff 
cient punishment. The case was taken to the 
grand jury to stop the fight the companies’ 
counsel have been waging against the old in- 
formations on purely technical grounds.“ 

The governments charges are disputed by 
J. D. Collins, who said the bacteria per cubic 
centimeter were much fewer than stated by 
the government chemists and within the

ORDER SCHOOLS TO SING IT. 


Pupils Must Honor Star Spangied Ban- 
ner, Vote Board Members. 


„How many boys in the class know the 
name of our national anthem?” 

That question is to be put in all schools of 
Chicago within a few days. A similar query 
has been put to 100 representative business 
men by Dr. J. B. McFatrich, president of the 
board of education, and has been answered 
correctly by just twenty-three of the number. 

The result startled Dr. McFatrich’s sense 
of patriotism and resulted in the presenta- 
tion of a resolution at yesterdmy’s board 
meeting, as follows: 

„Resolved, That the superintendent of 
schools be instructed to direct all in charge of 
singing in our public schools to have the 
Star Spangled Banner sung at least twice 
a month, and instruct all seholars that proper 
respect should be shown when this nationai 
anthem ig being sung or played on musical 
instruments.” 


Board Members Say “America.” 

The resolution was passed unanimously by 
members of the board, several of whom 
showed by surprised faces that they had be- 
Meved “ America the national anthem. 

This, Dr. McFatrich said during the day, is 
the prevalent impression. The name of 
“The Star Spangled Banner” usually was 
given as a second guess, although the Red, 
White and Blue,“ The Battle Hymm of the 
Republic,” and even Yankee Doodle fig- 
ured prominently. 


Other Peoples Honor Nations, 

“In all countries utmost loyalty is paid to 
singing the national anthem,” said Dr. Mc- 
Fatrich, “and in assemblies all rise in re- 
spect and join in singing to show their patri- 
otic feeling for the government. 

‘‘ The board of education spendea large sum 
of money each year and the teacher consider- 
able time to instruct our children in singing. 
It occurs to me, as president of the board of 
education, that it would be well to have the 
scholars of our public schools thoroughly 
familiar with the ‘ Star Spangled Banner ’ 
and instructed why they should show their 
respect by standing while the national anthem 
is being sung, aid that all boys and men 
should uncover their heads.” 

School children are to be given an hour free 
from their studies when desired to attend 
Arbor day exercises at the various city parks 
and playgrounds tomorrow.

‘SLUSH FUND’ QUIZ 


Grand Jury Inquiry Appar- 
ently Frustrated by Ret- 
icent Witnesses. 


SCHUETTLER WILL HELP. 


Acting Chief May Advise Patrol- 
men to Tell of Extortions 
for Graft. 


The Cook county grand jury yesterday took 
up the $66,000 police *‘ slush fund scandal 
and heard fifty patrolmen either testify that 
they knew nothing of any such fund or take 
refuge behind their constitutional rights and 
refuse to answer questions about the collec- 
tion. 

Disgusted with the attitude of the wit- 
nesses, States Attorney Wayman dismissed 
seventy-eight other polieemen who were wait- 
ing to testify. He said it was up to Acting 
Chief Schuettler and his sleuths to bring in 
the evidence, if the police department desired 
to get at the facts concerning the “slush ” 
fund and the part taken by William F. Stine, 
missing head of the United Police organiza- 
tion, who left the city simultaneously with 
the disappearance of $42,000 of the fund. 


Coincident with this seeming collapse of ths 


investigation—the facts of which are known 
to some 3,000 members of the Chicago force— 
new disclosures, in unofficial channels, cor- 
roborated reports that the fund was collected 
to influence aldermen to vote for a 10 
per cent raise in patrolmen’s salaries. 


Ald. Reading Has Story to Tell. 

Aid. Charles E. Reading of the Thirty-third 
ward said that while the salary increase 
proposition was under consideratiton before 
the city council he was approached by & man 
who said there would be something doing for 
the aldermen who voted right on the salary 
increase measure. 

“The man who came to me was not a po- 
liceman,” the alderman said, and, of course, 
I couldn't say who tent him to me. He didnt 
make any bribe offer straight out, of course, 
but he made the intimation in a way that I 
could not fail to understand, and still too 
skillfully for me to take offense. What he 
sald was to the effect that there would be 
something in it for the aldermen who voted 
right. 

But a policeman came to me later with 
threats. He was a man whom I practically 
had kept by employing him as a messenger. 
After the finance committee, of which I was 
a member, had reported the budget to-the 
council and that body had referred it back 
to the committee for further action, this man 
came to me. He told me he represented a 
committee of policemen and told me to vote 
right on the salary increase or they would 
get me. 


Threatened by Policeman. 

“* You vote right or we'll beat you for re- 
election,’ he said. 

“I told the fellow to do his worst, and I 
guess he did and other policemen did, too. 
I can name no less than a dozen who spent 
their time campaigning against me for re- 
election to the council. They rode up and 
down the line on the street cars talking 
against me because I had voted against a 
salary increase which was impossible, for 
there was no money. 

“I don’t think it ig any secret that a slush 
fund’ was collected and ready for council 
members who would favor the salary in- 
crtase measure. None of the aldermen would 
touch the money, and the police tried to get 
the ea ee scalps of the council members 

who refused to FF 
dy supporting the measure 

Schusttler Promises to Act. 

Last evening Acting Chief Schuettler de- 
elared it was his intention to get at the bot- 
tom of the “‘siush” fund if possible, and 
said he would not acknowledge failure yet. 

“I am going to have a conference with 
State's Attorney Wayman in the morning,” 
he said, and see what steps to take. I 
want to find out the truth about this thing. 
I want to help these policemen who put up 
$20 each for this fund and find out the part 
that Stine had in it. If Stine was one of 
the custodians of this fund and stole the 
money that had been collected from these 
men I want to take legal action to proseoute 
him. 

Many of the policemen do not understand 
the situation. They consider that it is 

‘squealing’ for them to go to the front and 
tell what they know about this fund. They 

don't take into consideration that they are 
being asked only to prosecute a man who de- 
frauded mem, if the accusatione concerning 
Stine are true.” 
Investigation a Fiasco.

The five men whose reinstatement was 
commanded by writs of mandamus are Dan 
Kipley, ex-convict and nephew of former 
Chief of Police Joseph Kipley; J. F. Chey- 
lewski, Patrick Cummings, John R. O'Neill, 
and William R. Scott. 


Mayor Orders Action. 

The city has thirty days in which to ask 
that tue writs be set aside, and action will be 
taken within a few days.

Retiring Chief Steward had been served 
with the writs of mandamus Monday after- 
noon and had told his secretary that the men 
were to be reinstated. The necessary orders 
had not appeared at 4 o’clock, so the chief left 
the ofiice as Col. Steward, citizen. At ö p. m. 
the papers arrived and were signed by the 
secretary, Lieut. John Martin, Le Roy T. 
Steward, superintendent of police.” This is 
alleged to be according to custom. Techni- 
cally Col. Steward signed the orders of rein- 
statement. In fact he did not. Lieut. Martin 
made a statement to Corporation Counsel 
Sexton tc the effect that he had carried out 
Col, Steward's orders in signing the rein- 
statements. The retiring chief admits that 
technically this is probably correct. 

Col. Steward denies saying the persuasions 
of Mayor Busse and Corporation Counsel 
Brundage caused him to approve the rein- 
statement.

Fauure to get the support of the sheriff and 
other county officials is said to be the reason 
for tho termination of the grand jury’s labors 
in investigating politics in Cannon’s congres- 
sioria) district. Obstacles were placed in the 
way ui the jury. 

A batch of subpcenas issued by the body 
was ost, strayed, or stolen, so no wit- 
nesses appeared. Opposition also came from 
Judge Kimbrough in the form ofaruling pro- 
hibiting the jury from delving back more 
than eighteen months, which placed all mem- 
bers cf the Kimbrough-Platt machine, elect- 
ed two years ago, out of reach of possible 
indictments. 

The eight true bills returned by the jury 
were drawn this time to overcome some of 
the objections Judge Scholfield found in the 
previous indictments. They were said this 
time to be without loopholes. 


POLICE SEEK TO END MYSTERY 
IN STRANGE DEATH OF WOMAN. 


Victim Either of Fall or Blow in Eye Suc- 
cumbs at County Hospital When Blood 
Poisoning Follows Injury.

Last night tt was announced that the min- 
ister proposed to render a report to the sen- 
ate on the subject of the controversy that has 
arisen between the two countries as the re- 
sult of the revolution, but when the chamber 
convened this afternoon it became evident 
that many of its members were not at all sat- 
isfied with this arrangement. They demand- 
ed to be given all information available on 
both sides. 

So far the negotiations for peace have been 
carried out largely by agents unofficially rep- 
resenting the government, but it is no secret 
that the minister of foreign affairs is the man 
who has been most instrumental in their d- 
rectivn. 

In asking for the reports the chamber of 
deputies is bringing into the open not only 
the question of the relations with the United 
States but the negotiations for peace. 


Public Will Know AIL 


The reports will be made in open session, 
and all Mexico is to know just what is being 
done to end the war. A still deeper signifi- 
cance is that, by their act, the deputies have 


_ practically placed their country in a posi- 


tion where it can deal with the rebels, some- 
thing which it has been impossible for the 
unofficial agents to do. 

It is not improbable that, after having 
heard the minister's reporta the deputies 
may take an active part in the settlement of 
the revolution by assisting in the negotia- 
tions for peace. Officially, the chamber has 
not been asked to assist. Indeed, officially, 
it has known nothing of negotiations for 
peace and could not, inasmuch as the gov- 
ernment has not recognized the existence of 
4 revolutionary army of sufficient power to 
justify it in treating with its emissaries.

PORTUGAL'S CREED 
DECREE IS READY 


Formal ‘Separation of Church 


and State Is to Be An- 
nounced This Week. 


ALLOWS PRIESTS TO WED. 


Property Necessary for Public 
Worship Will Be Ceded to 
the Clergy. 


— — 


LISBON, April 19.—The cabinet has con- 
cluded the decree of separation of church and 
state, which will be promulgated on Friday 
or Saturday. — 

The state concedes entire liberty of all 
creeds, the Catholic creed ceasing to be the 
state religion from the date of the promul- 
gation. The beneficed clergy will continue to 
receive stipends until July 1 after which they 
will receive pensions. 

The property necessary for public worship 
will be ceded to the clergy free of cost All 
the clergy now engaged in religious work wil! 
continue as hitherto, but all others must ob- 
tain authorization. 


Priests Permitted to Wed. 

All reHgious property which is proved to 
belong to private individuals will be re- 
spected. British and other foreign seminaries 
will be allowed to remain, but persons con- 
nected with the seminaries will not be allowed 
in the streets in clerical garb. 

As the Catholic will no longer be the state 
religion, priests may marry. In case of death 
pensions will revert to the parents, widow, or 
children. 

The separation of church and state was an- 
nounced in a decree issued by the provisional 
government last October. Details of the sep- 
aration wers left for the consideration of the 
cabinet. 


Reading of Protest Forbidden. 


The announcement by Foreign Minister 


Machado last January that the decree would 
be promulgated within a month led to the 
issuance of a pastoral letter signed by the 
patriarch of Lisbon to the archbishops and 
bishops of Portugal. This letter, while it 
acclaimed the government for certain meas- 
ures, criticised it harshly because of the dis- 
solution proposal: The government ordered 
the provincial governors to forbid the read- 
ing of the pastoral letter, and later caused 
the arrest of several priests for disobeying 
the order. 

The Official Journal tomorrow will pub- 
lish a Gecree suppressing the bishopric of 
Beja and ordering’ judicial proceedings 
against the bishop on the charge of embezzle- 
ment.

TRIAL TO BE DELAYED. 


Defendants Make Another Attempt to 
Prove Conspiracy. 


[BY cant TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
VITERBO, Apri] 19—It is reported that 
Gennero Abbatemaggio, the informer upon 
whose testimony the state is basing its 
prosecution of the thirty-six Cammorista, 
will make a new confession, strengthening the 
case. In this hew confession, Abbatemag- 
gio will admit he was an accomplice in the 

murder of Gennero Cuocolo and his wife. 
Should thie occur, the trial which hes

This confession and the new investigation 
appear to be necessary if the members of 
the society are to be convicted. In the con- 
fession Abbatemaggio will swear that while 
he was not one of those who actually were 
engaged in the slaying, he acted asa picket 
and aided the escape of the murderers after 
the crime. 

The resumption of the trial today after 
the holy week holiday was marked by a 
new attempt of the accused to prove that 
thesarrest were the result of a conspiracy 
on the part of the officials. The judge re- 
fused to grant the appeal of counsel for 
the production of the warrenta upon which 
the arrests were made.

Supreme Tribunal Fixes Division 
of Municipal Court Moneys. 


REVERSES OTHER DEOREES. 


Instructs Clerk Galpin How to Dis- 
tribute $105,975. 


The Illinois Supreme court yesterday di- 
rected Homer K. Galpin, clerk of the Mu- 
nicipal court of Chicago, how to apportion 
$105,975 of fines and fees collected by him 
through the court from violators of various 
ordinances and public laws. The decision 
of the Circuit court of Cook county award- 
ing to the city of Chicago practically the 
whole of this amount was reversed by the 
Appellate court and the fund was ordered 
divided among the South Park commission 
ers, the Lincoln park commissioners, and 
West Chicago park commissioners, the city of 
Chicago, State’s Attorney John J. Healy, the 
state board of pharmacy, the state board of 
dental examiners, and the Anti-Cruelty so- 
ciety, in the exact proportion in which they 
originally claimed it. 


Division of the Fund. 

Under the decree of the court today John 
J. Healy, state’s attorney, will get $51,108, 
the state board of pharmacy, $1,481, the state 
board of dental examiners 3880, the anti- 
cruelty society $678, the south park commis- 
sioners $1,706, Lincoln park commissioners 
$616, west park commissioners, $51, the city 
of Chicago $38,185 and the rest, amounting 

to $7,603, will be apportioned among other 
ebe The interest on the fund amount- 
Ing to $3,690 is to be divided in parts propor- 
tionately the same as the principal. 

The fund, has accumulated from fines in 
eee instituted by the various boards 
and organizations to which the money is now 
fihally proportioned. The point of contention 
between the olty of Chicago and the other 
party to the suit was as to the construction 
and effect of sections 57 and 58 of the munici- 
pal court act. 


Claim of City of Chicago Cut. 

The argument of the city of Chicago that it 
was entitled to the bulk of the fund was 
founded on the contention that all of these 
acts as to the fees and penalties affecting 
the state’s attorney, state board of pharmacy, 
and other authorities charged with enforcing 
the law had beer passed previous to the 
Municipal court act in 1905, and were modi- 
fied when the fees and penalties under those 
acts were sued for and collected under the 
Municipal court act of the city of Chicago. 


Strike Law Reversed. 

The law of 1899, fixing a penalty for the 
importantion of labor into the state during 
a strike or lockout, without first informing 
such labor of the existing conditions, was 
declared unconstitutional. The court held 
that it imposes on employers a measurt of 
liability, civil and criminal, in the case of 
imported workmen, not imposed in the case 
of other persons, and is therefore invalid un- 
less existing circumstances make ite enact- 
ment essential to the public health, morals, 
safety, or welfare. 

The child labor law of 1908, which forbids 
the employment of children in dangerous 
occupations, was upheld by the Supreme 
court in the case of Arthur Beauchamp 
against the Sturges & Burns Manufacturing 
company. Beauchamp, à 16 year old boy, 
was injured by a punch press and recovered 
@ judgment of $4,500. The defendants ap- 
pealed, alleging that the law was unreason- 
able. The court held that before the law 
could be declared unconstitutional the age 
limit would have to be fixed so high as to 
show clearly and beyond question that it was 
unlawful and unreasonable. 


Lumber Ordinance Upheld. 

Chicago’s city ordinance which prohibits 
the storing of lumber within 100 feet of a 
cweilling house is upheld. The decision, 
given in the case of the city against Herbert 
Ripley, teverses the Municipal court, which 
declared the law unconstitutional on the 
ground that it was unreasonable. 

Judgment in the proceedings growing out 
| of the killing of Henry Titlebaum, bakery 
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wagon driver, who was slain during a strike 
of bakers in Chicago May 5, 1905, was af- 
firmed. As aresult the appealing defendants, 
John Gukouski, Blandislaus Nogawichi, and 
Alexander Kroliskowski, impleaded with 
Wincentry Kares, will serve the twenty-five 
year sentences imposed on them for their 
part in the killing of the driver. 

Commissioners of Lincolm park won in their 
long drawn out suit against William H. Fahr- 
ney, involving their title to submerged lands 
deeded the park by the state. The acts of 1903 
and 1907 are delared unconstitutional. The 
decision reverses the decree given in the case 
in the Cook oounty Circuit court. 


Sign Law Declared Void. 

The act of the general assembly of 1909, 
which prohibits the erection of signs or other 
advertisement within 500 feet of a public 
park or boulevard, was found unconstitu- 
tional, The decision is given in the case of 


the Maller Sign compeny against the Physi- 
cal Culture school. The Municipal court held 
the act prohibiting signs invalid and entered 
judgment in favor of the sign company. The 
judgment of the trial court is affirmed. 

Two attacks on the validity of the parole 
law were repulsed by the Supreme court in 
its decision upholding the judgment against 
Harry Roth of Chicago, convicted in the 
Crimizal court of immoral conduct toward a 
ohild. 


Arson Judgment Reversed. 

Remarks made by trial judge, which are 
taken by the Supreme court to lead a jury to 
believe the court considers the defendant 
guilty, resulted in a reversal of judgment in 
the case against Isaac Bernstein, convicted 
in the Cook county criminal court on a charge 
of arson. 

Kaskaskia commohs, the last of the com- 
munity property held by the parish of the 
Immaculate Conception of Kaskaskia, is to 
be sold, and the proceeds will be turned into 
a common school fund for the community.

Post Temporarily Filled. 

Since the death of Michael Doherty two 
years ago the post has been filled by tempo- 
rary appointments covering sixty day peri- 
ods. During the earlier part of this time it 
wag held by Frank T. Fowler, but since his 
resignation last fall it has been held by 
Robert M. Cochrane, superintendent of the 
First ward. An effort to hold an examina- 
tion was made a month ago, but the retiring 


civil service commissioners were threatened -

Solon Toses Two Cases. 

Solon was found guilty of the “improper 
use of officia) influence in 1905, when the 
charges of graft were made against him.

I SANITARY BOARD IS SPLIT: 


Crisis Near in Row Over Sewer 
and Power Plans. 


—— 


STIRRED BY SMYTH MOVE. 


He Says Experts Named by Predecessor 
Shall Not Serve. 


Dissension which has smoliered for months 
among the sanitary district trustees is eched- 
uled to burst forth at the meeting of the 
board. next week. 

For the first time since the reorganization 
of the board following the November eleo- 
tions the body will be sharply divided. The 
issue will be the continuance of a commie- 
siom named by the old board to work out a 
comprehensive plan for the distribution of 
electric power generated by the district and 
the building of a complete sewer system for 
Chicago. 

The trouble was brought to a head lest 
week when President Thomas Smyth notl- 
fied Chief Ungineer George M. Wisner and 
Electrician Pllicott, who were named as the 
representatives of the board on the commis- 
gion, that he would not permit them toserve, 
and that he would not aign vouchers for their 
salaries if they disregarded his orders 


8 to 4 Di n in Fight. 
There are six Republicans and three Demo- 
crata, but Paul A. Hazard, Republican, is 
credited with supporting President Smyth, 
making the alignment five against four. 
“We have not forced the issue up to this 
time because there were some things we 
wished to get out of the way,“ said Wallace 
G. Clark, one of the old Republican members, 
yesterday. But we will do so atthe next 
meeting. 
“We contend that the engineer and elec- 
triclan cannot be prevented from serving on 
the commission by President Smyth unless 
the resolution which created the commission 
is rescinded. The work of this commission 
is of vital importance for the future of the 
Sewerage system depends upon it.” 
J told the engineer and the electrician 
that they could not serve, declared President 
Smyth. This board is not in the business 
of building sewers and is not going into that 
business. If the members are not able to 
solve the problems which confront them with- 
out putting their affairs in the hands of ex- 
perts they had better resign.” 


How Commission Was Named. 

The naming of the commission resulted 
from several years of effort by the former 
board to bring about an understanding be- 
tween the sanitary district and the city on 
the sewerage and lighting propositions. 

The resolution, which called for a body of 
five men, two to be appointed by the district, 
two by the city, and the fifth chosen by the 
other four, was passed on Nov. 23. after 
President R. R: McCormick and three other 
Republican trustees had been defeated for re- 
election, but before ‘their successors had 
taken their seats. 

The members were not to recelve salaries, 
but the sanitary trustees appropriated $12,000 
for the work of the body. It is this action 
that President Smyth and the Democratic 
members of the district are contesting.

Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Special.])—All 
on account of attending a Story dinner and be- 
cause a local paper printed her picture with 
a list of Story supporters, Mrs. L. K. Torbet, 
regent of the Chicago chapter, found herself 
today once more called upon to state that she 
would follow the instructions of her chapter 
and vote tor Mrs. Scott.

Peaches, Dried and Preserved. 


OILED: Rice and Dried Peaches.—Wash 

a teacupful of rice and stir it slowly 

into boiling water. Keep it boiling 

furiously until the rice is tender. Then 

take up on a platter and place it in 
oven to dry off, so tnat every grain will be 
separate. Use water left for soup. Dried 
Peaches.—Wash a half.pound of dried peaches 
carefully, washing eath piece separately, then 
soak them over night in cold water. In the 
morning add cold water enough to make a quart 
or more of liquid and cook slowly indeed. 
When the pieces are tender and four times the 
bulk they were in the beginning make them 
rich with sugar, using a oupful. Dissolve 
2 teaspoon) of cornstarch in a little water and 
stir it into the. peaches. Cook again, stirring 
all the time until the liquid is slightly thick 
and boils. Dried peaches cooked in this way 
will be a revelation to most people. Pour over 
the rice and serve.—BE. A. Read, 1057 Balmoral 
avenue.

Biblical students all over the world are 
taking a deep interest this year in every- 
thing pertaining to Bible lore and printing 
and rare editions. 

London Mbraries and museums are making 
displays of old prints, and in New York a 
Gutenburg bible is to be sold at auction. 

King James of England appointed in 1604 4 
commission, composed of six companies of 
echolars, nine to the company, to prepare 
what should be known as the authorized 
of the holy scriptures. ‘Strict rules 
were laid down for the work. 

The distinguished men selected worked un- 
geasingly for seven years, and in 1611 the 
product of their labors was printed, and 

since has been accepted by the civilized 
wotld as King James’ authorized version. 


Display Delight to Scholars. 

The King James version, of which New- 
perry Ubrary has three copies, is the most 
dignified, handsome, and imposing of the col- 
jection the Mbrary has placed on display. 
The entire collection is a delight to all stu- 
dente and a sacred wonderland of reflection 
and interest to any thoughtful person not an 
infidel. 

‘In this collection are 109 copies of holy 
writ, each printed in a different tongue. The 
eriental section is a marvel of printing art. 
There are scriptures printed in Chinese char- 
gcters on satin paper. The Japanese trans- 
ietion fs in Roman letters. Indian transie- 
tions are all in characters, and cover every 
pection of the Indian empire—Thibet, Siam, 
Ceylon, Burma, Bengal. The printing ts ir 
almost every Indian dialect, smbracing Hin- 
éustani, sanskrit, and Arabic. There is a 
Bible in Tagalog for Philippine islanders. 


African Bible Written on Skins.

St. J ohn the Divine in New York 
City Is Consecrated. 


j 
BISHOP GREER IN PULPIT. 
Religious Structure Is to Cost $10,000,- 
000 When Completed. 2 : 


New York, April 19.— [Special. I—In the 
presence of representatives of the denomina- 
tions of the Christian religion, of the nation, 
of the state, of the city, the Episcopalian 
cathedral of St. John the Divine, to the ex- 
tent of its completed portions, was conse- 
crated today. 

The Morningside Heights edifice, which will 
be the fourth largest cathdral in the world, 
is as yet a vague Mass of stone, but it re- 
veals many decorative beauties. It has 
been the rule to build only as much as there 
has been money to pay for. 

The presentation of the chapels of St. 
Saviour and St. Columbus, the altar and the 
organ were made and the consecration cere- 
monies performed under thé direction of 
Bishop David H. Greer of New York, who 
preached a sermon on the present day cathe- 
dral as a force for righteousness. 


Letter from Archbishop. 

The bishop read « letter written him by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, in which, 
after praying God's blessing on the new 
edifice, he advocated international arbitra- 
tion as proposed by President Taft. 

While we must perforce leave to states- 
men and diplomatists the actual formulating 
of such arrangements as may be found prac- 
ticable,” the English prelate wrote, we 
want those great officers to realize that 
they. have behind them not the acquiescence | 
but the eager and enthusiastic support of 
two great Christian peoples, and that we 
esteem it to be one of our foremost privi- 
leges and duties as Christian ministers to 
set forward in the name of the Prince of 
Peace what we believe to be so absolutely 


Largest in the Country. 

The cathedral of St. John the Divine, the 
largest ecclesiastical structure in the coun- 
try, has already been twenty years building, 
at g cost of $3,500,000 and it may. take as much 
longer to complete it, at a total estimate 
of $10,000,000. . 

Seating accomodations are now provided 
for about 1,700 persons, but four-fifths of the 
work remains to be done, and the full capac- 
ity will approach 7,000. 

Bequests, as they mature, will be suffi- 
cient to insure continued progress.

‘held in trust for him twenty-one years.

Washington, D. C., April 19.—{Specia} 1 
Senator La Follette is preparing to introduce 
in the senate a resolution calling for in- 
vestigation of charges that the Morgan-Gug- 
genheim mining syndicate has obtained 
virtual control of the Alaska c@al fields. 

Although the Cunningham claims, in which 
the Guggenheims were interested, have not 
been adjudicated, it is alleged that-the Mor- 
gan-Guggenheim combination has obtained 
possession of thewnly outlets from the coal 
fields to the sea. 

The rich Alaska coal fields are accessible 
from only two points on the seacoast—Cor- 
dova bay and Controller bay. The syndicate 
already is building a railroad from Cordova 
bay to the vicinity of these mines. 


Controller Bay Is Claimed. 

The shore of Controller bay formerly lay 
within the Chugach forest reserve, which 
extends from Bering river south to the 
coast. This reserve was created by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The bay is only twegty- 
four. miles from the mines and the route 
is the only one available for transportation 
if the government should decide to have 
the mines worked for the benefit of the 
people. : 

Me plans of the Morgan-Guggenhelm syn- 
dicate to get possession of the coal flelde 
received a setback by the investigation of 
the Cunningham claims and the. Ballinger 
scandal. But if present reports be true, 
there has been no interruption of efforts to 
get control of all possible means of com- 
muntcation with the flelds. 


Sequel of Taft’s Order. 

So long as the shore of Controller bay was 
included in Chugach forest reserve, there 
was no chance of opening up that route to 
the mines. But on Oct. 28 last President 
Taft signed an order eliminating from the 
reserve this shore and a contiguous tract 
and throwing the whole open to settlement. 

It le 1 that the order never received 
full publicity Secretary Ballinger, how- 
ever, opened the tract to settlement at once 
and claims were filed by numerous appli- 
cants. According to evidence laid before 
Senator La Follette, these claimants repre- 
sent the Morgan-Guggenheim syndicate.

TR CHARL®S DARLING, one of thé 
$30,000 a year judges of the High Court 
of Justice im England, during the 
course of arecent trial made reference 
to “the conduct of Charles Phillips in 

a certdin case“ The case in question dates 
back 80 many years that few of the present 
generation are likely to recall it. Yet it is 
one which is of profound intérest to every 
‘member of the bar, on both sides of the At- 
lantic. Briefly speaking, it relates to the 
problem as to how far counsel is justified in 
proclaiming, while pleading, the innocencd 
of his client in a crimina) case when he knows 
him to be guilty. : 
Charles Phillips was an Irishman, one of 
the most brilliant members of the English 
bar, who was engaged to defend Benjamin 
Courvoisier, indicted for the murder of his 
master, Lord William Russell, younger 
brother of the fifth and sixth dukes of Bed- 
ford. On the firet.day of the trial Phillips 
cross examined some of the other servants 
in a way which suggested the possibility that 
one of them might have been the criminal. 
On the morning gf the ond day, before the 
court opened, the prisoner confessed his 
guilt to his counsel, but insisted that his trial 
should be continued.

On Jume 10 the dragoons were ordered to 
West Virginta for service as body guard to 
Maj. Gen. George B. McClellan. They were 
under fire at the battle of Rich Mountain, 
July 18, 1861. On July 15 the company oap- 
tured 900 of the enemy, including the com- 
mander, Col, Pegram, near Beverly, W. Va. 
Ool. Pegram was later exchanged for the gal- 
lant Col. Mulligan of Chicago. f 

The dragoons returned to Chicago Sept. 18. 
1861, and were mustered out of the service, 


‘nearly all of the members reénlisting in other 


commands. 

ot the original membets fifteen were killed 
in battle, twenty-four were wounded, and 
seventy-four became commissioned officers 


at some time or another during the four years 


of the war. Three became genera! officers: 
Osband, Forsyth, and Rucker. WIllam H. 
Medill became major in the Eighth regiment 
Iidnois volunteer cavairy. He was woynded 
at Gettysburg, Pa., and died from the effects 
ot his wounds two days after the battle. He

“Tribune” Suggests Arbitra- 
tion as Means of Set- 
tling Strife. 


FANS MUST BE PROTECTED

Arbitrate, gentlemen of the Three Eyes 
league, arbitrate! 

President Al Tearney has stated openly that 
the league las the laughing stock of the base- 
ball world.“ None has appeared to dispute 
his statement, yet the faction ridden organ- 
ization apparently is as far from a solution 
of its troubles as ever, while an injunction 
secured by the Quincy olub to prevent being 
ignored still is in force. 

The merits of the controversy, if it ever had 
any, are forgotten by the public. The only 
fact remembered is that the time for the 
adoption of a schedule and the playing of 
games has arrived. Yet followers of baseball 
on the Three Eyes circuit have no assurance 
of the inalienable right of every American 
citizen to see the best grade of baseball which 
the local club is able to produce. 


Fans Want Baseball Games. 

It is all right for the magnates to quarrel 
among themselves all winter if they wish. 
The real fan does not care particularly about 
baseball politics anyway. But he does want 
to see ball games. That cities of the size 
of Springfield, Bloomington, Peoria, Dan- 
ville, Rock Island, Waterloo, Davenport, Du- 
buque, and Quincy should be deprived of 
league baseball through the stubbornness of 
the opposing factions is not fair to those fans 
who have supported the clubs in the past. 

The time for action has arrived if the Three 
Eyes league is to remain more than a name. 
Therefore, as a disinterested party in the 
quarrel, but interésted in the welfare of all 
baseball fans, THE TRIBUNE suggests to the 
eight club owners of the Three Eyes league 
and the owner of the Quincy club that they 
submit their contentions for final adjudica- 
tion to an arbitration committee of three 
persons whose decree shall be binding on all 
parties. 

How to Choose Arbiters. 

The southern clubs should select one mem- 
ber and the northern clubs One member, and 
the two thus chosen should pick the third 
member of the committee, who should be ac- 
ceptable to the Quincy club. This committee 
should review the facts briefly and give a 
decision at once. 

President Johnson of the. American league 
yesterday expressed approval of THE Ta- 
ung plan and stated that if the members 
chosen by the two factions could not agree 
on the third member of the committee the 
national commission would interest itself to 
the extent of appointing the third member it 
requested to do 80.
